Chopped Off 
Prison Budget

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Legislative 
Council 


lopped more than a quarter mil- 
lion dollars off the state peni- 
tentiary's $1.8 million budget 
request 
Thursday 
after 
the 


chairman of the state Board of 
Correction refused to trim it. 


Declaring that the request 


would provide "the bare level 
of humanitarian treatment" of 
prisoners, John Haley told the 
council that it was time to quit 
paying "lip service to penal re- 
form to ride out public senti- 
ment after a prison scandal." 


"The budget we have submit- 


ted is a bare-bone budget," 
Haley said. "It will provide the 
bare level of humanitatian treat- 
ment." 


However, the council'did chop 


off a $226,891 request for the 
Pardon and Parole Board and 
a $50,000 request for architect's 
fees and site planning for a 
reception and maximum securi- 
ty unit. 


After the lengthy afternoon 


debate on the prison package, 
the council concluded its meet- 
ings without making a recom- 
mendation on the prison pro- 
gram. 


Several motions to trim the 


request by almost half and an- 
other to send it out "without 
recommendation" failed to pass 
when only 
16 members, the 


number of votes needed for ap- 
proval, remained at the session. 


Three revenue measures to 


fund the prison budget had been 
sent out earlier "without recom- 
mendation." They included a 14 
per cent excise tax on tobacco 
products, a real estate transfer 
tax and a unclaimed property 
bill. 


The special session is sched- 


uled to begin Monday and Gov. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller 
said 


Thursday night he would mall 
the call to the legislators some- 
time today. He declined to say 
whether a mixed drink bill 
would be Included In the call. 


Atty, Gen. Joe Purcell may 


have killed a fourth measure to 
provide funds for the prison— 
a proposal to apply the state 
sales tax to purchases by banks 
and federally chartered savings 
and loan associations. Purcell 
gave the council an opinion in 
which he declined to sanction 
such action, primarily because 
the matter is under litigation. 


Much of the discussion about 


the prison package centered on 
the tax measures which several 
lawmakers contended would not 
pass. 


And, at Hot Springs, Rep. Qje 


Maddox of Oden said he did 
not believe Rockefeller 
could 


push a tax Increase through the 
legislature even "with the help 
of the state malitia." 


Rep. B. D. "Doug" Brandon 


of

Rock charged that 


neither 
Rockefeller 
aor the 


council was exerting the leader- 
ship needed to pass a tax meas- 
ure to provide the prison with 
enough

'"Maybe there are some tax 
measures that need to be passed 
to provide these services to the 
prisons, the schools, the colleges 
and the welfare recipients,"

The council gave "do pass" 


recommendations to four of the 
governor's proposals to patch up 
the financial problems of gen- 
eral revenue agencies and ap- 
proved a fifth in principle. They

Instant Insurance 


Step Number One, after you bu> 


a car, is to buy insurance. But it 
might taU the insurance company 
several days—or even several weeks 
—to consider your application. In 
ihe meantime, the company may 
give you a "binder" for temporal) 
paweviion. 


How pood is a binder? Does it 


really protect you in case of an 
accident? 


Generally speaking, a court will 


indeed enforce a binder—even an 
oral one (although thai kind is 
harder for you to prove). While a 
binder lacks most of the details u> 


be found in a formal 
insurance 


policy, the courts are willing to 
read in what is missing—provided 


that can be done with reasonable 
accuracy. 


Consider this case: 
A motorist was involved in an 


accident shortly after taking out a 
binder for "10-10" liability cover- 
age. In a court test, this was held 
to mean that the man had coverage 
of $10,000 for each accident and 
510,000 for each injury—because 
that is how such a phrase would 
ordinarily he understood in the in- 
Mirance business. 


On the other hand, your binder 


probably will not stand up in court 
if it leaves some essential fact in 
real doubt. Omitting the amount 
of coverage, or the type, or the 
term, could mean that a couit 
would have to use guesswork to 
figure out what the parlies had in 
mind. Then, the binder would lack 
that "meeting of the minds" neces- 


sary to constitute a legal contract. 


Furthermore, a binder, just like 


a formal insurance policy, may be 
cancelled in most states if it was 
obtained by false representations. 


In one case a motorist, applying 


for a binder, was asked if hie had 
had any traffic violations in the pre- 
ceding three years. His answer was 
"No." 


But after he had a collision, the 


insurance company found out that 
his answer should have been "Yes." 
In fact, his record showed no less 
than five moving violations in the 
three-year period. 


Result: no insurance protection. 


As the judge put it, his deception 
\>as "material to the risk"—that is, 
important enough for the insurance

The Jacoby transfer bid is 


easy 
to learn. 
Specifically 


when your partner opens one 
no-trump, the two diamond re- 
sponse is a transfer to hearts 
and the opening bidder rebids 
two hearts unless he has a 
maximum no-trump with very 
good hearts in which case he 
may rebid three hearts. The 
two heart response is a spade 
transfer in the same manner. 


The responding hand is un- 


limited in strength. You may 
transfer with a bad hand and 
intention of passing at the two 
level or you may transfer on 
your way to a slam. 


The bidding of today's hand 


shows a transfer bid slam. 
South had almost enough to 
jump to three spades after 
North's two heart transfer. 
North in turn might have gone 
directly to four spades but he 
saw some slam possibilities 
so he forced with three clubs. 


South's three diamond bid 


said, "Partner, if you are in- 
terested in a slam I have the 
ace of diamonds." North's 
jump to four spades said, "I 
have slight slam interest with 
very good spades." South's 
four no-trump call was Black- 
wood. He might have gone 
directly to the slam but there 
was some slight chance that 
North would only hold one ace. 


Played by South there was 


no defense against the spade 
slam. South drew trumps and 
led a heart from dummy. If 
East ducked, South w o u l d 
have to lose a diamond even- 
tually but wouldn't lose a 
heart. Actually East went up 
with the heart ace. This al- 
lowed South to discard two of 
dummy's diamonds on the 
king and queen of hearts.

a factor. Knock-knees can ac- 
c e n t u a t e the condition. In 
most persons, flat feet are no 
handicap and cause no dis- 
comfort. In such persons, no 
treatment is needed. 


When flat feet occur later in 


life, due to fallen arches, pain 
may be a prominent symp- 
tom. The best exercise to 
strengthen the arches, next to 
walking, is to stand in your 
bare feet and rise on tiptoe, 
then return to the resting po- 
sition. Gradually work up to 
40 such toe stands morning 
and evening. 


Some persons with flat feet 


do well with the basic ortho- 
pedic shoe. It contains a steel 
shank, a long medial counter 
and a Thomas heel which pro- 
jects forward and supports 
the medial arch. Others find 
the answer in arch supports. 


Q—I have bunions on both 


feet and can't find any com- 
fortable shoes, If I have the 
bunions removed, would they 
come back? 


A—Many persons with hal- 


lux valgus, or bunions, get re- 
lief with the combined use of 
arch supports, special bunion 
shoes and bunion protector 
appliances. Some persons with 
uncomplicated b u n i o n s are 
greatly benefited by an injec- 
tion of prednisolone into the 
involved joint. 


If these methods fail, surgi- 


cal correction may be re- 
quired. There are different op- 
erations for this condition and 
the one that meets your indi- 
vidual needs must be chosen, 
If the causative factors can 
be found and avoided, there 
should be no return of the 
bunions. 


Q—I always t h o u g h t that 


poorly fitted shoes were the 
cause of corns. A foot doctor 
told me he could remove my 
corns in his office and they 
wouldn't come back. What do

"Section 1. Free School System. 


—Intelligence and virtue being 
the safeguards of liberty and the 
bulwark of a free and good 
government, the State shall ever 
maintain a -general, suitable and 
efficient system of free public 
schools and shall adopt all suit- 
able means to secure to the people 
the advantages and opportunities 
of education. The specific inten- 
tion of this amendment is to 
authorize that in addition to exist- 
ing constitutional or statutory 
provisions the General Assembly 
and/or public school districts may 
spend public funds for the educa- 
tion of persons over twenty-one 
(21) years of age and under six 
(6) years of age, as may be pro- 
vided by law, and no other inter- 
pretation shall be given to it."

BE IT RESOLVED by the House 


of Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas, and by the Senate, 
a majority of all the members 
elected to each House agreeing 
thereto: 
That the following is hereby 
proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for 
approval or rejection at the next 
general election for Representa- 
tives and Senators, if a majority 
of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election, adopt such 
amendment, the same shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution of 
the State of Arkansas, to wit: 


That Section 22 of Article XIX 


of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


"Section 22. Either branch of 


the General Assembly at a regular 
session thereof, or at an extra- 
ordinary session held not less 
than four months prior to the 
next general election, may pro- 
pose not more than eight (8) 
amendments to this Constitution 
as follows: (1) the first four (4) 
proposed amendments which shall 
nave received a vote of at least a 
majority of the membership of 
each house and (2) such addition- 
al proposed amendments, not to 
exceed four (4) which shall have 
received at least a two-thirds 
(2/3) vote of the membership of 
each house shall be entered on the 
journals with the yeas and nays, 
and published in at least one 
newspaper in each county, where 
a newspaper is published, for 
four months immediately preced- 
ing the next general election for 
Senators and Representatives, at 
which time the same shall be sub- 
mitted to the electors of the State 
for approval or rejection; and if 
a majority of the electors voting 
at 
such 
election 
adopt such 


amendments the same shall be* 
come a part of this Constitution. 
They shall be so submitted as to 
enable the electors to vote on each 
amendment separately."

SECTION 1. That Section 28 of 


Article VII of the Constitution of 
the State of Arkansas is hereby 
aniended to read as follows: 


"Section 28. (a) The county 
judge shall be the administrative 
officer of the county, and in his 
capacity as county administrator 
the county judge shall, in the 
manner provided by law; approve 
the disbursement of money for 
county purposes; supervise the 
construction, 
maintenance and 


improvement of county roads and 
bridges, county buildings and 
other county improvement; make 
contracts, purchases and sales in 
behalf ot the county; and, per- 
form such additional duties as ad- 
ministrative officer of the county 
as may be prescribed by law. The 
General Assembly shall enact laws 
requiring each county judge to 
furnish a surety bond of a cor- 
porate surely company authorized . 
to do business in this State, in 
such amount as may be deter- 
mined by law, for the faithful per- 
formance and accounting of all 
duties imposed upon the county 
judge as county administrator. 
Any person aggrieved by any act 
or omission of the county judge, 


' acting in his capacity as county 


administrator, may appeal to the 
circuit court of the countyt and 
from the action of the circuit 
court may appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 


(b) In addition to his duties as 


administrative officer of the coun- 
ty, the county judge shall be the 
judge of the county court. The 
county court shall have jurisdic- 
tion with respect to the internal 
improvement and local concerns 
of the respective counties, except 
with respect to those duties of 
the county judge as the adminis- 
trative officer of the county as 
provided in sub-section (a) of this, 
section, as may be provided by 
law.

JONESBORO, Ark, CAP) - 


the school year ended two 
weeks early fof some 1,200 pup» 
ils in Jdfiesboro but most of 
them will spend the time help* 
Ing their families push away the 
debris from a killer tornado that 
left 34 dead and about 350 in- 
jured Wednesday night. 


Supt. Gerald Watkins of the 


Nettletoti School surveyed the 
destruction at the one block 
complex Thursday and found 
only 
two buildings standing, 


both heavily damaged. 


"School is out for this year," 


Watkins told Sen. J. William 
Fuibright, D-Ark., Who canceled 
a speech to tour the stricken 
areas, 


Meanwhile, rescue workers 


took advantage of a clear, hoi 
day to sift through the wreck' 
age. The tornadoes also struck 
Oil 
Trough, 
Tuckerman and 


Mountain Home, with the state 
toll reaching 43 deaths and 47( 
injured. 


Fuibright said the rsponse of 


the Jonesboro citizens "to this 
great tragedy is impressive. 
There was no instance of looting 
or disorder and with everyone 
working together, Pm sure that 
we can restore the damage." 


Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller, 


who toured the sites of destruc- 
tion in his private airplane, 
asked President Johnson to de- 
clare it as a federal disaster 
area. 


"I was impressed with the 


morale of the people in Jones- 
boro," Rockefeller said. "They 
are still stunned, as I would be, 
but everybody is out working 
trying to clean up the mess and 
salvage what they can." 


The 350 injured at Jonesboro 


was only an estimate and a 
spokesman 
at St. Bernard's 


Hospital said it would be sever- 
al days before it was known how 
many persons were admitted 
and that "we'll never know" 
how many were treated and re- 
leased. 


"We were just too busy to 


keep records," the spokesman 
said. 


One 
elderly man, poling 


through the ruins of what had 
been his house, salvaged a 
lighter, three left shoes, a sol- 
ering iron and a six pack of 
beer, but then suddenly said, 
"To hell with it," and threw 
away everything but the beer. 


The residents of the fringes 


of the storm, who mostly ap- 
peared to be young families, 
joked grimly with their neigh- 
bors about who had the most 
water in their yard and whose 
car landed in whose garage. 


But, 
several blocks away, 


where only bare concrete slabs 
identified the spots that used to 
be houses, the atmosphere was 
more somber. 


At Mountain Home, where 


Mr. and Mrs. D. W. Anderson 
of Hugoton, Jan., were killed, 
seven persons were standing on 
a boat dock when the storm 
struck. 


"It was real quiet... then 


wham," said W. E. Weather- 
hold of Decatur, m. "My wife 
and sister disappeared. We had 
to dig them out from under the 
dock." 


Weatherhold said his sister 


lost her purse containing more 
than $2,000. 


Representatives of insurance 


companies moved into the four 
damaged cities late Thursday 
but said they could not give 
anv estimates of damage yet.

People treated their injured, 


arranged to bury their dead and 
made plans to clear wreckage 
and rebuild after the tornadoes 
that hit in five states Wednes- 
day. 


The twisters left 71 killed, 


more than 1,000 injured and mil- 
lions of dollars in property dam- 
age in Arkansas, Iowa, Illinois, 
Indiana and Missouri. 


The death toll: 43 in Arkan- 


sas, 15 in Iowa, 10 in Illinois, 2 
in Indiana and 1 in Missouri. 


Arkansas, hardest hit had 470 


injured and some remained in 
critical condition. Insurance in- 
vestigators were in the stricken 
areas. There was no immediate 
dollar estimate in damages. 


Gov.

disaster area. The Red Cross 
listed 12 dead at Charles City, 
one at Oelwein and two at Mayn- 
ard, north of Oelwein—and three 
missing. The number injured 
was placed at 693. 


Hughes expressed faith that 


Charles 
City and 
Oelwein— 


where the Wednesday evening 
tornadoes carved paths of deso- 
lation through the business dis- 
tricts—would rebuild. But he 
said he was concerned about the 
future of Maynard, population 
515, with part of its residential 
area leveled. 


"It's difficult for a smalltown 


to recover from something like 
this," he said. 


The National Guard sealed off 


Charles City Thursday night to 
all but cleanup workers and 
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those bringing equipment Into 
the city of 10,419. The Red Cross 
estimated 58 businesses and 172 
homes are demolished. 


At Freeburg, 111., where four 


died and scores were injured, 
Mayor 
Leo Dickerson atsked 


Gov. Otto Kerner to declare the 
southern flllnols city a disaster 
area to qualify it for state aid* 
the Salvation Army sent out a 
plea for bedding and cookware 
to aid the homeless. 


Throughout the stricken re« 


gion, the homeless lived with 
friends or relatives, in schools 
and in churches, or in other 
public buildings, until they can 
rebuild or move elsewhere. 


"All I've got between me and 


nothing is this," wept Mrs, Dor- 
othy Clark of Oelwein, as 
she 


picked over the remains of her 
shattered house, ".. .and this is 
nothing." 


"This is all I had," she added, 


"and I've worked all my life for 
it." 


Some people in tornado-rav- 


aged sections were—like Mrs. 
Clark—too stunned to think of 
rebuilding. Some others, like 
James Clappier of Charles City, 
Iowa, were thankful just to be 
alive. 


"We can start our lives over 


as long as the whole family is 
safe and alive," said Clappier, 
26. 


And still others, like Mrs. 


James Forbes, of Freeburg, had 
to try to pick up the pieces, 
think of starting all over again 
and bury their dead. 


Mrs. Forbes said, "Oursis the 


only trailer that still looks like a 
trailer. But our son had to get 
killed."
